| am requesting that the Public Service Commission separate the fee application for water only service areas owned by
Utilities, Inc. from the application for water and sewer service areas. The proposed rate increases are substantially higher
for water service than for sewer service. The meter charge will increase from $11.09 to $19.87. The commodity charge will
increase from $3.55 to $6.49 per 1, 000 gallons. The monthly bill for a family using 6,000 gallons of water will increase from

$32.39 to $58.81 (82% increase).
